LONDON, April 27 (AP).—Some | 


2500 Allied heavy bombers hit 
Hitler's Germany in three great 
waves today. Heavy Royal Air 
Force blasts at Germany were fol- 
lowed by two powerful American 
blows on German anti-invasion 
targets in France. 

Flying Fortresses and Libera- 
tors struck in the two daylight as-. 
saults in separate forces of up to. 
750 bombers each time, 

The thirteenth straight day of 
operations by heavy bombers in 
history's greatest aerial offensive 
began with well over 1000 British | 
beavy bombers raining 
4500 tons of explosives on Essen, 
Schweinfurt and railway yards) 
near Paris. 

The American doubleheader at- 
tack, which probably set a single- 
day record for heavy bomber sor- 
ties by the Eighth Air Force, first 
sent high explosives crashing into 
Germany's installations in North- 
ern France during the morning | 
and in the afternoon onto German 
air bases at Nancy and Toul and 
rail yards at Blaineville and 
Chalone-sur-Marne in Eastern 
France. 

For some of the American 
crewmen today’s heavy bomber 
mission was the eighth in 10 days. 
Although returning flyers made 
no mention of seeing enemy 
fighters, they reported that anti- 
sircraft fire was exceptionally 
heavy and one airman said he. 
saw three Fortresses go down. | 

Mustangs and Thunderbolts 
from the fighter-bomber section 
of the Ninth Air Force hit five 
targets in Belgium today, includ- 
ing the Haine-St. Pierre rafiroad 
yards, without a loss, it was an- 
nounced.

Following this morning’s heavy 


bomber attack on the French 
coast, American fighter-bombers 
in three sections struck at the 
game area. 

For hours beginning at dawn 
the Channe! skies were filled with 
hundreds of Allied plains of every 
type and at dusk observers on the 
English coast reported waves of 
bombers were still going over. 

The German radio said Allied 
planes roared into Southern and 
Southwest Germany this morning 

possibly coming from Italy to 
make the day operations a two- 
way blow—and that great air bat- 
tles were raging. 

29 R. A. F. Bombers Lost. 

Twenty-nine big British bombers 
were lost in the triple assault on 
the armaments city of Essen—the 
“Pittsburgh of Germany” — 
Schweinfurt and its 
factories, and the railways at 
Villeneuve St. Georges, 15 miles 
southeast of Paris. (The German 
communique said antiaircraft guns 
shot down 41 four-engine bomb- 
ers.) 

Mosquito bombers also attacked 
the port of Hamburg, with two 
planes lost. Other bombers laid 
mines.

Soviet Guns Firing Point- 
| blank Into Crimean 

City—Air, Sea Block- 
‘ ade Tightened.

MOSCOW, April 27 (AP).—Field 
dispatches from the Crimean front 
reported today that Soviet ar- 
_tillery, commanding every street 
in Sevastopol, is firing pointblank 
into the city and asserted that 
German attempts to hold out had 
definitely entered their final 
stage, 

“The enemy still holds dead 
streets and squares,” said the 
arnty newspaper Red Star, “but 
Soviet guns have reached the Ger- 
mans and Romanians in their last 


shelters.” 

It appeared that the Soviet high 
command had decided to wipe out 
the enemy at any cost, even 
though it might mean the com- 
plete destruction of what still re- 
mains of the battered Black 
Sea port. The Russian fleet and 
air .force continued their sea 
blockade of Sevastopol. 

The Red Star dispatch said 
Soviet divebombers were  co- 
operating with artillery in blast- 
ing the city. It also asserted that 
Russian troops had captured an 
important hill near Sevastopol on 
which the Germans had set up 
eight artillery and four mortar 
batteries. 

Soviet reports indicated the rest 
of the front continued relatively 
quiet, 

(The Germans and Romanians 
continued to tell of Red Army at- 
tacks along the lower Dnestr 
River in Bessarabia and north of 
Iasi, rail junction in Romania. 
The Nazi high command said that 
in both areas Soviet efforts to 
break through failed.)

Many Danes Seized, Nazis Patrol 
Capital as Invasion Precaution 


STOCKHOLM, April 27 (AP). 


HE Germans relaxed slightly 
T today restrictions on travel 

from Sweden to Denmark, 
which since Monday has been vir 
tually isolated. They kept, how- 
ever, the lid on events inside the 
kingdom where widespread sabo- 
tage has been reported. 

The German Consul at Halsing- 
borg announced that Danes hold- 
ing visas are permitted now to 
leave Sweden for their homeland. 
Persons seeking to travel to Ger- 
many via Denmark must obtain 
epecial transit visas, 

From Malmo, the 
Dagbladet reported that the Ger 
mans were grouping troops in 
Denmark and strengthening air 
units as precaution against in- 
vasion. Hundreds of Danes have 
been reported arrested in Copen- 
hagen and German armored cars 
are patrolling the capital's streets. 

The first few Danish ‘gees 
arriving in Sweden said the Nazis 
were continuing widespread ar- 
rests, especially among intellectu- 
als and youths of the Conservative 
party, all -of whom were being 
held as hostages. They said there 
were reports that 20,000 fresh Ger- 
man troops had reached North 
Jutiand

Telegraph and postal communi- 
cations between Denmark and 
Sweden remained broken for the 
second day, and only Germans 
were allowed to use the ferries. 
Even Swedish diplomats were for- 
bidden to travel between the two 
countries. . 

From the sketchy picture seep- 
ing out to Stockholm, it appeared 
the Germans were making a gi 
gantic effort to maintain order 
in Denmark in view of the ex- 
pected invasion of Western Eu- 
rope. 

The German effort to wipe out 
the underground patriot organiza- 
tion began Monday with hundreds 
of arrests, the Free Danish press 
service said, and about 300 more 
were arrested yesterday, with all 
facing a threat of execution if re- 
sistance to Nazi rule continues.

There was a time when that 
offensive against the 
Reich aroused what we must now 
regard as fantastic hopes. One 
can recall in that connection the 
enormous expectations that were 


aroused when the R. A. F. carried 


out its first 1000-plane raid. The 
target was Cologne, the date—the 


night of May 30-31, 1942. 


Since then there have been 


countless other raids on German 


cities, many of them on a very 
much greater scale than that raid 
on Cologne. That they have 
cumulatively weakened Germany 
there cannot be any doubt: but it 
is equally clear that they have 
not destroyed it.

HE fact must be borne in 

mind, however, that only very 

recently has the Cologne-type 
of raid ceased being a seven-days’ 
wonder and become a common- 
place of the Allied aerial assault 
(on Hitler's roofless fortress. 

As the joint statement points 
out, “the first quarter of this year 
has seen the severest air fight- 
ing of the war,” and it goes on

So, before we go off half-cocked, and 
a lot of youngsters lose their pets, why 
not check a little further and make use 
of the experience of others in eliminat- 
ing rabies?

The Ugly Case of Ward’s 


In the Montgomery Ward case, exception may 
be taken to the course of action of all of the 
three parties involved—the company itself, the 
labor union and the Government. 

The company and its president, Sewell Avery, 
have a bad record of intransigeance in wartime. 
In December, 1942, after a prolonged controversy 
in which Avery became known as the John L. 
Lewis of industry, President Roosevelt ordered 
the company to comply with a War Labor Boar 
ruling that it sign a CIO contract embodying 
a clause for maintenance of union membership. 

At that time, there was no question that the 
union was the legal bargaining agent for the 
employes and, however strongly Avery felt about 
maintenance of union and however justified his 
position may have been in ordinary times, his 
last-ditch resistance to the WLB brought down 
upon him the condemnation even of industry 
members of WLB. 

Referring to the questionable advertisements 
published by Montgomery Ward at that time, 
Roger B. Lapham, steamship line head, said: 

Ward's has freedom of speech and the in- 
dustry members of this board also have free- 
dom of speech, and they intend to use it to 
tell the truth and not a damn bunch of half- 
truths, 

Another industry member, 
American Cyanamid, said: 

Montgomery Ward has done the greatest 
disservice to industry and the private enter- 
prise system of any concern in the United 
States, and I feel that just as strongly as 
I can. 

The latest position of Montgomery Ward will 
necessarily be read in the context of its past 
attitude toward WLB, although the present dis- 
pute has some different aspects. 

The company now is able to question whether 
the union does in fact represent the majority of 
the employes and is, therefore, the employes’ 
legal bargaining agent. 

Under the circumstances, the position of the 
union is subject to criticism. First, why has it 
resisted an election or other test which would de- 
termine exactly its rights under the National 
Labor Relations Act If it had been able to make 
a clear showing that it continues to be the legal 
bargaining agent of the employes, the company’s 
position today would hardly be defensible. 

Second, the union can be criticised for going 
on strike in time of war, in violation of union- 
ism's no-strike pledge. However great the provo- 
cation, and it must be recalled here that the 
union is dealing with a very hostile manage- 
ment, the union is not nearly in as good case 
now as it would have been if it had disciplined 
itself in the difficult situation by which it was 
confronted. 

In seizing the plant of a commercial company, 
not a w industry in the strict sense of the 
aE coverament has brought into question 
certain legal and constitutional questions that are 
not at all clear, despite Attorney General Biddle’s 
opinion, 

The Attorney General himself was at pains to 
write that opinion. He had to fall back on that 
uncharted no-man’s land of presidential war pow- 
ers. He had to say: 

In time of war, when the existence of the 
nation is at stake, this aggregate of powers 
(conferred by Constitution and _ statute) 
includes authority to take reasonable steps 
to prevent nation-wide labor disturbances 
that threaten to interfere seriously with the 
conduct of the war. 

Many lawyers will question the shotgun nature 
of Mr. Biddle’s opinion. He and the Government 
would be in much better case if he could point 
to the language of the War Labor Disputes Act 
or any other statute and show, without doubt, 
that the President’s powers in this case are 
specifically outlined. The nearest approach to 
the specific was citation of a section of the law 
saying the President may take action in any dis- 
pute that might interrupt work that contributes 
to the effective prosecution of the war. The ap- 
plication of this clause to the present case is

- doubtful. 


So with the legal basis of the Government's 
action cast in doubt, with the union’s position 
impaired by its walkout and with the company 
branded with intransigeance in time of war, the 
picture is not pretty. 

It is only fair to the union and to the Govern- 
ment to say that the ugly situation in Chicago 
could have been avoided if Sewell Avery had 
not, on two occasions, set himself stubbornly 
against the Government in wartime. 

We repeat he has a perfect right to insist that 
maintenance of union is the opening door to the 
closed shop, to which he is opposed on principle. 
He has a perfect right to cite his construction 
of the law. He has a perfect right to make the 
strongest kind of case before the WLB. 

But there are values involved here that rise 
above all these things. These values concern 
the proper behavior of parties to a controversy 
in wartime. Many employers have, in the inter- 
est of national unity and patriotism, swallowed 
WLI rulings that are distasteful to them. They 
have temporarily surrendered principles and 
abandoned strong legal positions because they 
believed they owed it to the country not to cause 
harmful distractions from the war effort. 

In the light of the sacrifices other private busi- 
nesses have made and of the discipline they have 
imposed upon themselves, Sewell Avery and Mont- 
gomery Ward have done the country a disservice.

Approach to a Medical Reform 


The rising public demand for some means of 
budgeting the costs of illness has at last been 
felt by the Missouri State Medical Association. 
After years of tentative discussion, it has adopted 
a plan designed to meet the demand. The plan 
embodies the principle of pre-payment, which is 
all to the good. However, it has certain limita- 
tions: it is confined to persons of medium and 
low incomes, all trustees will be medical men, 
the plan covers medical and surgical care for 
hospitalized cases only. 

Serious illnesses and injuries are, of course, 
often hospital cases. But there are many, many 
other instances where the patient is confined to 
his bed_ at home for months and undergoes costly 
treatment. These cases would not be covered by 
the Missouri plan. To the extent that this de- 
cided restriction would discourage membership, 
the plan does not go far enough to meet the pro- 
visions of the pending Wagner-Dingell bill, which 
the association is attempting to combat, 

It is an item of progress, nevertheless, to see

field of medical economics. Once atarted, it will 
be easier for its members to realize the need for 
a full program, and to understand that if the 
public does not get such a program from the 
profession, it will not rest until the Government 
provides it. 
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More Slapping by Gen. Patton 

Lt. Gen. George S. Patton was carefully kept 
out of the limelight by his superiors for some 
months after, in a fit of temper, he had slapped 
a hospitalized soldier. But no sooner did Patton 
return to the world of luncheons and public 
speeches than he did it again, and this slap was 
an even more offensive action than the first. 

Instead of cuffing one battle-weary doughboy, 
the impetuous General this time slapped prac- 
tically all the Allied nations in the face, not to 
mention the neutrals and any present enemies 
who are considering surrender. While the first 
slap was heard all over America, the second 
one is likely to resound all over the globe. 

The General, as quoted in the morning papers, 
was speaking of Britain and America when he 
said, “Undoubtedly, it is our destiny to rule the 
world.” The afternoon papers published an Army- 

approved version which had him adding “am, of 

course, the Russians” to the nationg he conceives 
as destined for world dominion. The latter 
version removes Russia from the list of countries 
to be dominated, in the Patton postwar plan, 
but his words are still certain to gall the French, 
the Chinese, the Yugoslavs, Poles, Belgians, 
Dutch, Norwegians, Latin Americans and other 
peoples who have hopes of future security and 
sovereignty no less precious to them than the 
hopes of the Big Three. 

What a juicy piece of propaganda this un- 
thinking officer has handed to Dr. Goebbels and 
his gang! What a field day the Nazis are going 
to have warning the smaller powers, the neutrals 
and their own satellites against the Anglo- 
American-Russian dictation they can expect when 
peace returns! And what a misconception of the 
war’s purpose the General has expressed! 

Patton’s capacities as a soldier are high. The 
Army was well advised not to heed the excited 
demands for his removal after the, soldier- 
slapping episode. Now it has another Patton 
problem, This time, an order for exclusive at- 
tention to military matters, and no more public 
speaking, is in order. Something else that is 
in order is another Patton apology, this time to 
the many nations that felt his oratorical slap. 
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A Success for Train Radio 


The successful operation of an intra-train radio 
on a 52-car freight train between Denver and 
Salt Lake City should give impetus to the adop- 
tion of this safety device on trains generally. 

Now that freight trains are exceptionally long 
—half a mile or more—there is more than usual 
difficulty in maintaining constant communica- 
tion among the members of the crew. The need 
for more modern means of communication is 
even greater on passenger trains. 

Since the radio saved three hours’ time on 
the round-trip trial run between Denver and 
Salt Lake, it may prove to be good business as 
well as safe business. 
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Fiasco in the Slot-Machine Case 


What had promised to be a thorough clean-up 
of commercialized gambling via slot machines 
ended in a fiasco yesterday, when Circuit Judge 
McLaughlin’ dismissed for lack of eviderice the 
State’s case against Andrew McCall, long the 
leading distributor of the machines. 

The Judge was eminently justified, 
State’s case was pitifully weak. The 
Attorney’s office presented conflicting evidence, 
a discrepancy in dates and confused witnesses. 
Judge McLaughlin pointed out “grievous error” 
in the State’s presentation of witnesses on the 
alleged violation. 

Behind the errors disclosed at the abortive 
trial, however, there is the far greater bungling 
of Edwin E. Huffman, president of the Police 
Board, which prevented a round-up of gambling 
machines last November, when their wholesale 
appearance in the city was disclosed. He first 
attempted to whitewash the police, then refused 
to sign warrants for seizure of the machines, 
then removed a,police guard from the distribu- 
tors’ headquarters. Truckloads of the machines 
were moved out at once, and the hope of mak- 
ing a substantial case was gone. 

Gov. Donnell knows all about this, yet he has 
failed to remove Huffman, his appointee. Per- 
haps the dismal failure of the court action will 
remind the Governor of his duty to St. Louis. 
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Steps Toward School Reform 

There are two encouraging signs of emerging 
leadership toward the objective of bringing about 
a long-overdue reform in St. Louls public school 
administration. 

Joseph A. McClain Jr., chairman of the now 
inactive citizens’ committee formed two years 
ago for action along this line, has taken prelim- 
inary steps toward reviving and enlarging the 
group “if enough of the members are interested.” 

The Public Education Association, a joint body 
of many groups concerned with the public schools, 
has decided to appoint a committee to work out 
details of a mass meeting to discuss the sub- 
ject: This organization has compiled a survey 
of school systems in 21 other cities. However, 
as one member said of the lack of interest in 
school affairs, “The apathy is simply terrific.” 

At this stage, apathy is the first obstacle that 
must be overcome. It is inconceivable that it 
cannot be overcome, for the School Board itself 
gives new proof at almost every meeting of the 
great need for a change in the system. Its re- 
cent performance on former Comptroller Lee’s 
charges of patronage and other abuses—a secret 
session, ejection of invited guests and self-in- 
vestigation—is but the latest episode of a long 
line. 

There was widespread approval 
being discussed a few weeks ago, 
a smaller board, appointment of members by 
the Mayor under a method similar to that of 
the Missouri judicial system, and a real merit 
system. If any such overhauling of the school 
setup is to be placed in effect, the present steps 
toward action will require public support.

Many Americans are forgetting that this is their war as well as the 
war of the military personnel, official says; he declares we must re- 
capture the unity we had immediately after Pearl Harbor; and for 
unity’s sake must trust our allies and our military leadership. 


From an Address by Under Secretary of War Robert P. Patterson 
at New York Times Hall 


In this total war, we here in the United 
States find ourselves in an unusual position 
in relation to our armed forces. We stand 
untouched by war at home, while our fight- 
ing men are locked in a life-and-death 
struggle with our enemies across thou- 
sands of miles of ocean. Those they love 
and care for do not have so much as a 
scratch on them as a result of enemy 
action, 


This is not the case with our allies 
whose home lands have been struck. Nor 
is it so for our own men, once they have 
faced the Nazi and- the Jap under fire. 
For those who have seen their comrades 
fall, there is no longer any hazy notion 
of what they are up against. 


Our Spirit Has Dwindled 


Meanwhile, many still back here have 
settled into a frame of mind far different 
from that we were in on Dec. 7, 1941. We 
then had the unity created by danger. It 
was a terrific unity. Every man and 
woman you met said, “Tell me what to 
do.” Somehow, that has dwindled away bit 
by bit, though—we still have a war to win. 


Our need to recapture that unity today 
stands above all other needs. Without it, 
we can bog down into a struggle that 
could go on year after year, costly in lives 
and in hope for our future. 


Our enemies in the earlier years of this 
war seized two mighty empires that they 
have worked desperately to convert into 
strong fortresses. If we should give them 
the time and the opportunity to subjugate 
those lands and peoples, the yictory is 
theirs, 

We now must carry the attack to them 
and break their hold while it is still pos- 
sible, It is going to be a hard and a bloody 
task, 

Who is going to carry and support this 
attack? Just those men between the ages 
of 18 and 38 who are physically fit for com- 
bat? How can any one of us think so? 


A War to Win First 


It is too dangerously easy for us to be 
lulled by our security into thinking in 
terms of a postwar peace as yet unwon. 
There has been far too large a crop of 
“postwar planning,” far too much thought 
given to proposals for making money after 
the war. 

In the face of a boom prosperity, it is 
sometimes difficult to. keep our aware- 
ness of real danger constantly alive and 
uppermost in our thoughts. That, however, 
is exactly what we must do, for that pros- 
perity is with us, coloring thoughts and 
actions throughout our country. We can 
scarcely plead financial pinching and great 
economic sacrifice in the face of war. 

In 1939, the wages and salaries paid in 
this country totaled roughly 44 billion dol- 
lars. In 1943 they soared to 102 billions. 
Corporate income after taxes and before 
dividends has risen from four billions in 
1939 to nine billions in 1943. The cash in- 
come from sale of farm products rose dur- 
ing the period from eight to 19 billions. 
Evidence on every side points to unprece- 
dented spending. 

It is inevitable that some should be mis- 
led into thinking we could buy our way 
out of this war. Our weapons, plus fight- 
ing by men from other nations, would be 


enough to win, they thought. The truth 
breaks through their roseate dreams, 


The infantryman again emerges as the 
soldier who still must drive home the as- 
sault. He represents man power and de- 
mands readjustments that affect every 
home, industry and group that make up 
our nation. For those who grumble at 
the problems inherent in this demand for 
man power, I .have no comforting assur- 
ances. It is my belief that our man-power 
problems will be worse before this war 
is won. 


Duties of the Home Front 


What, then, can we do to speed this 
victory and lower its cost in American 
lives? 

We must accept our obligations and fuse 
our efforts with a unity of purpose that 
draws its strength from three vital sources: 


Trust in our allies. Whole-hearted co- 
operation in our world struggle is a plain 
necessity. Those who sow distrust of our 
allies’ aims are doing what Hitler wants to 
see done. 


Second, faith in our military leadership. 
Carping critics who attack from the com- 
fort of their armchairs individual segments 
of a complex over-all pattern do damage, 
even though they don’t know what they 
are talking about. 


Third, an inseparable linking of ourselves 
in thought and action with our fighting 
men. 


Our sharing of this mighty task before 
us cannot be subordinated to any other 
considerations. This must be so until that 
day when we can proudly face each other, 
in uniform or out, and know that togeth- 
er we have won our war. 


GERALD SMITH IN BALTIMORE

The Rev. Gerald L. K. Smith, “national 
leader” of the America First party, had his 
say in Baltimore the other night. In ad- 
vance, there were some signs of an effort 
to prevent his speaking, and there were 
demands that he reveal the nature of his 
backing. 


Nothing came of the effort to prevent 
his speaking, and the source of his back- 
ing is as anonymous as ever. Nor, for 
that matter, does anything seem to have 
come of the Rev. Mr. Smith’s effort to 
drum up trade in Baltimore. In spite of 
the aura of mystery in which this man 
chooses to move and in spite of the threat 
of “persecution,” fewer than 500 Balti- 
moreans were sufficiently interested to 
show up. 


How many of these 500 were ready to 
be convinced by the Rev. Mr. Smith’s pot- 
pourri of provocative notions, and how 
many were mere curiosity seekers with an 
evening on their hands, who had heard that 
he “puts on a show,’ we have no way of 
knowing. 


The fact remains that the turnout was 
something less than five-hundredths of 1 
per cent of the population, whicb is less 
than the turnout for a chamber music con- 
cert.

A War Correspondent Warns 
Against Dealing With Fascists 


“Journey Into War,’’ by John MacVane. 
ton-Gentury Co., New York.) 

This book, published last year, was dedi- 
cated to the correction of an error. John 
MacVane went to North Africa with the 
Allied troops in November, 1942, and stayed 
with them until their triumph in Tunis 
six months later. He saw them continu- 
ously handicapped because they had to 
work with Frenchmen who were not only 
unpopular but pro-Axis. 

“American foreign policy as it devel- 
oped in North Africa,” he observed, “seemed 
headed on a tangent that would one day 
carry us straight into disaster.” So ‘he 
wrote “Journey Into War” to arouse pub- 
lic opinion and possibly to avert the dis- 
aster. 

Whether or not his book helped to ac- 
complish it, that diplomatic error has re- 
cently and happily been corrected. Gen. 
Giraud is no longer head of the French 
Army, and Gen. De Gaulle, with the ap- 
proval of our State Department, is now

Mr. MacVane believes, as almost everyone 
else does by this time, that we should have 
enlisted De Gaulle’s aid and supported his 
leadership from the very start of our inva- 
sion. Had we done so, MacVane asserts, 
our armies and our intentions would have 
been much more acceptable to the French. 
As it was, we lost men needlessly through 
French resistance, and we lost prestige 
universally through collaboration with the 
Vichyites. 

As valuable as MacVane’s major thesis 
is his expose of the Cagoulards. This secret 
society tried even in the 1930s to over- 
throw the French Republic. Such men as 
Petain and Peyrouton were implicated -in 
its machinations, and the author infers 
conclusively that it had much to do with 
the quick surrender of France. What con 
nection it had with the assassination of 
Darlan is, of course, a speculative topic. 
but any student of French politics will 
appreciate the data offered in this book, 

Concerning military operations in the 
North African campaign, MacVane has 
only praise. Readers will enjoy getting to 
Tunis with him ahead of the Allied Army 
and receiving the joyous welcome and 
surrender of its populace.

between the front and the home- 
land. The silence that followed the 
speech of the officer was an ad- 
mission of guilt. The guilt was not 
that we don’t care, not that we 
are disloyal, but that we do not 
sufficiently, continually, and in- 
tensely, project our imaginations 
into that other world. 

In the days of bitter test of our 
sons, should we not see an elec- 
tion campaign in its proper pro- 
portions? Must we not see that 
it is America which is at stake— 
and not a party? 

At the front, the soldier learns 
what is the prime social virtue. 
It is comradeship. It is to do the 


job you have to do, not for your 


own glory or salvation, but for

United States and Britain are 


Toward Neutrals 


HE European neutrals sitting this war out find themselves 
under pressure to stop supplying aid to Germany, 


Both the 
getting hardboiled or, at any rate, 


their attitude is a lot sterner than it was a few months ago. 


Reaction to Secretary Hull's 
speech, in which he disclosed that 
the smaller countries are being* 
persuaded to alter their policy, 
has been overwhelmingly favora- 
ble. Without looking closely into 
the reasons why, Americans find 
it difficult to understand how 
Spain, Sweden and Turkey could 
go on trading with an enemy that 
has destroyed the independence of 
every other European country. 


No More Chrome. 


First result of the new policy 
1s announcement from Ankara 
that Turkey will export no more 
chrome That is bad news for 
fsermany, which is dependent on 
foreign sources for a considerable 
part of this essential metal. 

Spain is still a stubborn holdout. 
Little Dictator Franco has not 
concealed his sympathies with the 
Axis. He is, in fact, part of the 
Axis and the only reason he 
talks softly today is because he 
knows that his friend, Hitler, can- 
not win. 

What we want is to have Spain 
stop selling wolfram, all important 
source of tungsten for steel, to the 
Nazis. The Franco crowd has 
been playing a clever game with 
us On wolfram. Our economic ex- 
perts have gone over to what they 
call “preclusives buying.” = They 
buy the precious wolfram to keep 
it out of Nazi hands even if it has 
to be dumped into the ocean, 


Spain’s Wolfram Racket. 


But as our money flowed in, the 
Spaniards mined more and more 
wolfram and the “surplus” went 
to the Germans. Before the war, 
oniy a few hundred tons were 
mined; the price was about $1000 
a ton. 

Last year Spain produced more 
than 3000 tons of wolfram. Pitting 
us against the German bidders, 
the Spanish got fantastic prices. 
Altogether, Germany obtained 
about one-third o: last year’s total 
production. 

Small wonder that Americans 
are resentful! Without Spain's 
wolfram, the Nazi steel industry 
would be in trouble. 

As for the Swedes, they have 


cut down their shipments of high} 


gradetron ore to Germany from 
the pre-war high of 10,000,000 tons 
to 7,000,000 tons. This was the 
figure set in a trade treaty signed 
with England and America last 
January. At the same time, the 
Swedes agreed to reduce the vol- 
ume of ballbearings shipped to 
the Reich, and in spite of recent 
rumors to the contrary, they say 
they are keeping within this 


agreement, 


Sweden’s case differs from that 
of Spain and Turkey. British and 
American ships can go into the 
ports of the other two neutrals to 
supply minimum necessities in re- 
turn for Spanish and Turkish 
roods. Caught inside Hitler’s 
Europe, the Swedes get only small 
amounts through the German 
blockade. They are dependent, 
for example, on Germany for coal! 
to keep their industries going. 


Swedes Are Anti-Nazi. 


A year ago I was in Sweden 
with four other American news- 
papermen at the invitation of the 
Swedish government. We found 
the Swedish people overwhelm- 
ingly opposed to Nazism and in 
sympathy with the cause of the 
Allies, 


Many, in fact, seemed to feel 
their government had been too 
timid and too legalistic. That 
government, made up of repre- 


sentatives of all parties, has now 


decided to stand on the January 
| agreement, 
cut shipments of vital materials.

For Americans fighting a war 
in which sons and brothers and 
husbands are being killed, it is 
hard to understand how another 
democratic country can feel that 
way. On the other hand, it is im- 
possible to imagine, 5000 miles 
away, what it feels like to sit for 
five years under the shadow of 
the Hitler menace. It is hard to 
overcome a habit of caution grow- 
ing out of the armageddon of the 
past five years. 

The small covntries, whether oc- 
cupied or neutral, have rights that 
the big powers are bound to re- 
spect if any civilized order is to 
come out of the present hell. That 
goes even now on the eve of the 
war's great testing.

The best way to insure adequate 
production of food for war is to 
in order to 
stimulate agriculture, Edward A, 
O’Neal, president of the American 
Farm Bureau Federation, told a 
meeting of the Agricultural Club 
of St. Louis yesterday. 

“If the administration of farm 
price controla had been given to 
the War Food Administration,” he 
gnid. “instead of to the Office of 
Price Administration, I believe 
many of the difficulties on the 
food front would@have been avoid- 
ed. The price, considering 
the best interests of the nation, 
may be a price that will result in 
maximum production.” 

He said the basic difficulty with 
farm price control has been that 
“the OPA has refused to recog- 
nize the dislocations and inequali- 
ties that have resulted from rigid 
price controls” and that smoother 
operation would have resulted 
from “a little flexibility in the 
administration the law.”

Tomorrow

FEW years ago those who had 
A most of the pleasure eating 

wter cres were those who lived 
near a cool, spring-fed stream 
where the plants semed to barely 
float on the water surface like an 
almost submerged gren blanket. 


The chief method of eating was. 


to munch it right at the spot or 
take it home and prepare a hot 
salad similar to wilted lettuce. 
As our experience of eating at 
better hotels and restaurants has 
increased and we have become 
better acquainted with the very 
pleasant eating qualities of cress 
—its rich green color, crispness 
and peppery flavor, it has become 
quite a common salad material. 
Cress also has considerable vita- 
min A as well as C and some 
calcium and iron. In the following 
recipe, cress appears as a half 
cooked green vegetable, but it 
still demonstrates ability to lift 
plain creamed eggs up from the 
prosaic to the unusual. 


Hard Cooked Eggs With Water 


Cress Sauce. 

Three tablespoons margarine or 
butter, three tablespoons flour, 
one cup milk, one-half teaspoon 
salt, one-and-one-fourth teaspoon 
vinegar, one-sixteenth to  one- 
eighth teaspoon prepared mustard, 
one-half cup very finely shredded 
water cress, six hard cooked eggs. 
Blend flour evenly into the melted 
margarine; add milk gradually; 
cook until mixture is smooth and 
slightly thickened, stirring con- 
stantly. Stir in salt, vinegar, 
mustard and water cress. Heat 
thoroughly and pour over halves 
of hard cooked eggs (do not cool 
eggs; peel and serve as s00n as 
possible after cooking). 4 servings.

Strawberry-rhubarb shortcake, 
chill a slightly thickened, very 
sweet rhubarb sauce; add sliced 
berries and serve over hot baking 
powder biscuits. Butter or forti- 
fied margarine to be used on all 
breads. Include in today’s menus, 
milk to dring; eight cups for chil- 
dren, four cups for adults.

Don’t waste sour milk. Its food 
value is the same as that of sweet 
milk and it is easier to digest. 
Use it in gingerbreads, muffins 
or cookies. Baking soda neutra- 
lizes the sourness of the milk.

taught. by the “green grass” school 

of pseidoscientific dietics that 

they should push carrots and spin- 

ach. Let us calm down and ex- 

amine scientifically the claims of 

meat as an article of diet. (I ex- 
amined potatoes before.) 


The nutritional value of a food 
is determined by whether, first, it 
furnishes growth and _ repairs— 
substances to build tissues and re- 
place body waste; second, whether 
it furnishes energy—calories which 
are like coal to your furnace or 
gasoline to your engine, and, 
third, whether it furnishes cata- 
lysts, the vitamins which control 
and regulate absorption and uti- 
lization of foods. 


Meat is the richest substance for 
protein of any natural food. It 
contains weight for weight nearly 
four times as much protein as 
milk, twice as much as eggs or 
bread, and eight times as much as 
most vegetables. Not only that, 
but all the “vital” proteins are 
present in meat. The vital pro- 
teins are those that are made up 
of the amino acids that are neces- 
sary to growth and maintenance 
of weight and strength. 


* Ld » 


THERE ARE 10 of these: lys- 
ine, tryptophane, phenylaniline, 
leucine, isoleucine, threonine, 
methionine, and valine, are neces- 
sary for maintenance and argin- 
ine is necessary for growth. The 
tenth, histidine, is necessary for 
health, but its exact function is 
still in doubt. We know these are 
facts because the amino-acids can 
separated and fed to animals 
at a time. Young animals 
maintain weight on nine of 
them, but will not grow to maxi- 
mum until arginine has been 
added to the diet.

Meat, eggs and milk are the 
common food substances in 
which all these vital proteins 
occur and in a condition to be ab- 
sorbed easily by the human body. 
You can get them in vegetables, 
so the pure vegetarian is safe, al- 


though it takes a combination of 


beans, peas, corn, wheat, nuts and 
a good deal of trouble to get them 
all in a vegetable diet. If you add 
milk, cheese and eggs, (the sg80- 
veretables, 
eggs and milk-—-advocated by the 
lacto-vepgetarian sect) you, of 
course, are more likely to get the 
vital proteins than by sticking to 
strict vegetarianism. 3ut meat, 
milk and eggs are the only com- 
mon articles of diet from which 
you can get all of them in con- 
centrated and digestible form.

AS TO MINERALS, meat leads 
all foods in the amount of iron 
and phosphorus. Many foods have 
more calcium than meat—milk, 


cheese, cauliflower, carrots, beans, 


celery, fruit, molasses. Oysters 
have the highest, fish the next 
highest content of calcium of all 
the meats, 

The caloric value of meat, ounce 
for ounce, is higher than nearly 
any of the other common foods 
for instance, four ounces of pork 
contain 402 calories, of beef 369 
calories, of liver 177 calories, of 
beans 400 calories, of milk 75 cal- 
ories, of fresh vegetables 90 cal- 
ories, of bread 300 calories, Con- 
centrated food, hke sugar, is high

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e Built a Better Aspirin Box 


The Army Liked It and Now It Is Standard Equipment for GI Sulfa Tablets. 


By Helen Clanton 


ECAUSE Mra, Charles H,. Duell 
B was dissatisfied with the way 

the average aspirin box opened, 
generally spilling its entire con- 
tents when you attempted to get 
one tablet, she set about making 
a better container. Today, the 
Brisbane box, which she invented, 
is a part of the standard first aid 
equipment carried by every serv- 
ice man ‘on combat duty. The 
War Department adopted the box 
for sulfanilamide tablets, and Mrs. 
Duell’s ingenious plan is accred- 
ited with saving the lives of count- 
less men wounded in combat. 

“Prompt dosage with sulfanila- 
mide is almost certain to ward 
off infection from wounds,” is the 
way Mrs. Duell explained it when, 
with her husband, the inventor 
(beautiful as well as inventive) 
visited recently in St. Louis. “On 
the outside of the box, directions 
tell the service man to take two 
tablets every five minutes until 
all tablets are taken, after being 
wounded. Even if the man is 
weakened from loss of blood, and 
has the use of only one hand, he 
can shake one tablet at a time 
into his mouth. The box is de- 
signed so that the tablets cannot 
spill, and only one is released with 
each slide of the top. Should the 
wounded man lose consciousness 
before he has finished the pre- 
scribed dose, a medical man can 
later tell by counting the remain- 
ing tablets how many have been 
taken. The average pill box, dif- 
ficult to open, might have been 
spilled, its contents lost or ren- 
dered unsanitary.” 

Mrs. Duell had no ambitious 
plans for her box when she be- 
gan working on it, “I simply want- 
ed to perfect a box which would 
dispense one tablet at a time,” she 
recalls. “‘My husband is a patent 
lawyer and when he saw my lit- 
tle invention, he decided to apply 
for a patent. Quit by accident we 
were talking to an official in the 
War Department at our home (we 
live in Washington most of the 
year), and I showed him my box. 
Several days later I was delight- 
ed and surprised to hear that the 
War Department had adopted my 
box for sulfa tablets.” 

Since that time, Mrs. Duell and 
her husband have opened two fac-

tories, one in Baltimore and an- 
other on Long Island, where mil- 
lians of the little boxes are made 
She has received messages and 
letters of appreciation from serv- 
ice men and their families who 
have learned by chance that she 
is responsible for the handy little 
box. One came from a_ mother 
whose son’s life had been saved 
through immediate self-medication 
on the battlefield. Another, from a 
Lieutenant in the Air Force, who 
was later decorated for’ valor, 
Mrs. Duell particularly treasures: 

“As you know, we all carry the 
boxes you invented in our first 
aid packets. ...I was piloting a 
B-24 in the Middle East, when I 
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LISTEN with wonder and an 
increasingly red face to all 
these postwar plans for a 
braver, better world.

One of Mrs, Duell’s earliest in- 
ventions was inspired by the habit 
her small son had which is com- 
mon to most babies. “He con- 
stantly threw his toys from his 
high chair to the floor. I got so 
tired of picking them up, I de- 
cided there ought to be some way 
of saving my back and his pa- 
tience, I designed a long piece 
of cloth, attaching to it, at every 
two feet, a different toy. This 
cloth, or bandage, was attached 
to the high chair. When the child 
threw down one toy, its weight 
brought another toy up to amuse 
him, It solved my nursery prob- 
lem for quite a long time.” 

Since the death of the Duell's 
Only son in an airplane accident 
a few years ago, Mrs. Duell has 
devoted more and more time to 
her inventions. She now has so 
perfected her invention that it 
can be used for all sorts and sizes 
of containers, able to hold any 
thing from steel ingots to sac 
charin, Her principle of dispens 
ing a predetermined amount of 
any given solid, liquid or powder, 
controlled by an inbuilt slide and 
a rake, promises to revolutionize 
packing. 

“The Seeing Eye, Incorporated, 
for the blind, is quite interested 
in my container for dispensing a 
spoonful of liquid at a time,” Mrs, 
Duell added. It has never been 
possible for the blind to measure 
a spoonful of medicine for them- 
selves. With my container, it will 
be quite simple.”
